DOZENS HURT IN 
CRASHES AS FOG 
BLANKETS CITY 


Heavy fog over Chicago, with no 
lake breeze to drive it away, yesterday 
caused injury to dozens of persons in 
elevated wrecks, railroad smashups, 
and automobile collisions. 

The most serious accident of the 
day was a rear end collision between 
elevated trains on the Ravenswood 
line. Forty persons were injured, but 
in the case of thirty-five the damage 
consisted largely of bruises.

THE INCOME TAX QUESTION. 
[Cedar Rapids Republican. 


Let's see how the income tax problem works out. 
Here's a young man who has come into an inheritance 
of $5,000,000. What will he do with it? If he has 
any sense at all he will invest it. | 

What in? Some suave and handsomely dressed young 
Adonis with a bag suggesting gilt-edged business 
at its best approaches him and sells him the idea of 
investing it in state, county, or municipal bonds—such | 
as those the city of Cedar Rapids issued for building | 
the First avenue bridge, for example. The average | 
interest rate paid on such bonds is 4% per cent. That | 
gives him an annual income of $225,000. And he is 
free to remember the title of his high school oration, 
“Over the Alps Lies Italy,” and go there to see the 
roses that blow red where some buried Cesar bled. 

The point is, the federal government doesn't get 1 
cent out of that young man’s annual spending of 
$225,000. It is free from all income tax. 

Supposing some one who would like to build another 
Penic and Ford plant in this city, or another electric 
line, say from lowa City down to Washington, Ia., 
and bring some more trade to town or buy out the 
Cedar Rapids Republican, its editor included, offers 
him 10 per cent interest for the loan of that $5,000,000. 
That would be $500,000 a year. Much better than the

T is almost possible to predict the end 
of tuberculosis. More than that, it 
| is almost possible to predict the year 
in which it will end. Should the rate 
of decline in ail tuberculosis which pre- 
valled from 1900 to 1922 continue the dis- 
ease would disappear in 1955. Had the 
rate of decline which prevailed in 1918 
continued, the disease would be due to 
disappear in 1924.. The continuante of 
the rate of decline prevailing in 1920 
would have doomed the disease in 1929. 
| A continuance of the 1921 rate of decline 
would have ended the disease in 19268. 
Dr. L. I. Dublin, as the result of a 
careful study, estimates that the all- 
tuberculosis death rate in 1930 will: be 
That rate of decline, if con- 
tinued, would end the disease in about 
1937. Dr. Dublin says: “A tubercu- 
losis rate of 50, I believe, will be found to 
be not far from the actual figure in 19390. 
In New Zealand and Australia, this low 


rate has already been attained. In 1921, 


three states in the United States had 
rates below 50, in fact, two had rates

When you see The Boosters” on 
the front of a book you can be pretty 
certain that it has something to do 
with California—and it has. The 
Boosters, by Mark Lee Luther, is the 
story of an eastern architect who 
moved to Los Angeles, deaf, blind, and 
with a cold in his head as far as the 
climate and the beauties of southern 
California were concerned.
